Lots 
examined prior to the sale and lots purchased by floor bidders (including bid- 
ders executing commission bids on behalf of other parties) may not be returned 
for any reason except lack of authenticity. All claims of misdescription and all 
claims of return, except claims regarding authenticity, must be made within 5 
days of receipt of material. Any claim of lack of authenticity must be made 
in writing by the original purchaser immediately after discovery that an item 
is not authentic, and upon making such a claim the original purchaser must 
immediately return the lot to CNG in the same condition as at the time of the 
auction.

Situated on the southern coast of Sicily, Gela was founded in 688 BC by Cretans and Rhodians. It rose to become, by the turn of the 5th century 
BC, the most influential state on the island. In 485 BC, its ruler, Gelon, seized Syracuse and transferred his capital there, taking with him many 
of the leading citizens of the city. His brother Hieron, later tyrant Hieron I of Syracuse, was left in charge of Gela. Tetradrachms began to be 
struck at Gela circa 480/75 BC, shortly thereafter becoming the principal denomination of its coinage, and remaining so down to the time of 
the destruction of the city by Carthaginian invaders in 405 BC. The ultimate design of the tetradrachms displayed a racing chariot, borrowed 
from the Syracusan coinage, and the forepart of a man-headed bull. The rather brutal half-length figure of the man-headed bull swimming right 
is based on the “father of all rivers,” Achelous, and is clearly identified by the ethnic Gelas as the personification of the river Gelas rushing to 
its mouth, where the city Gela stood. It was defined by Virgil (Aen. 3, 702) as “immanisque Gela fluvii cognomine dicta” (and Gela called by 
the nickname of its monstrous stream).

Under the rule of Gelon I (485-478 BC), Syracuse not only began to be the dominant power in Sicily, but won a major international victory 
against the Carthaginians at Himera in 480 BC, supposedly on the same day that the Persians were defeated at Salamis. To achieve this 
success, the Syracusan mint greatly increased its output of coinage, mostly tetradrachms, to provide funds for war. These issues, however, 
were archaic in style, like this coin. However, the wealth and international renown that Syracuse gained following Himera created a long-term 
cultural benefit for the area, since mainland Greece saw it not as a western backwater, but as a bastion of Greek ideals against the barbarians. 
Scientists, poets, and artists, especially engravers, were now encouraged to emigrate to the city, bringing with them the experimental concepts 
then appearing in mainland Greece. Gelon’s victories provided the financial means for his successors to make use of these talented individuals 
to enhance the renown of Syracuse as one of the main cultural centers of the Greek world. Since the issuing of coinage was an important 
part of maintaining Syracusan power, it now also became the vehicle by which the city could demonstrate its importance as a center for 
new intellectual and cultural ideas. As the tetradrachm was the denomination that was used for large-scale payments and appeared to a wide 
audience of both Greeks and non-Greeks, it became the canvas upon which the new artistic concepts of classical art were tried. Syracuse’s 
success with classical style tetradrachms expanded to the city’s other denominations. Elsewhere in Sicily and Magna Graecia, cities wishing 
to keep in cultural step adopted the classical style for their coinages. Thus, by the beginning of the fourth century BC, the coinage of Syracuse 
and Sicily became recognized as masterpieces of Classical Greek numismatic art.

This type is very similar to issues struck in large quantities in the name and types of Lysimachos at Byzantion, Kallatis, Istros, and Tomis 
during the time of Mithradates VI of Pontos. All of those issues, though, bear the first initials of their mint below the throne on the reverse, a 
feature that is not present on this coin. Certain elements of the style, particularly the hair and high placement of the ear, on this coin suggests 
a possible Celtic origin. The civic Lysimachi circulated widely in the western Black Sea region, making them good candidates for imitative 
issues struck by the Celtic tribes, and early issues feature very high quality style more consistent with dies of official issues (cf. Dessewffy 390 
and L. Forrer, Keltische Numismatik der Rhein- und Donaulande [Strassburg, 1908], no. 375).

Although Demetrios had a formidable army, his strength was his naval forces. His earliest novel coin types featured clear references to this 
fact. The obverse type features Nike blowing a trumpet upon a naval prow, while the reverse features Poseidon, Demetrios’ patron god, who 
also appeared on the coinages of many of the cities he founded or conquered during his campaigns in Greece. These naval references also 
served to remind the viewer of Demetrios’ famous victory over Ptolemy I’s navy off Salamis in 306 BC, which secured the entirety of Cyprus 
for the Antigonids. This coinage was likely introduced shortly after he inherited the remnants of his father’s realm following the latter’s death 
at Ipsos in 301 BC.

The Paeonian ruler Diplaos is known only from his extremely rare coins. Based on the typology of his coins, he is thought to have ruled either 
concurrently with Patraos, or for a very brief period between Patraos and Audoleon. 


The Coinage of Dyrrhachion in Illyria 


The designs of the staters of Korkyra as well as its colonies, Apollonia and Dyrrhachion, have been the subject of much numismatic speculation. 
Eckhel (Doctrina numorum veterum [Vienna, 1792/3], II:155) accepted the view of Laurentius Beger (Observationes Et Conjecturae In 
Numismata Quaedam Antiqua [Brandenburg, 1691]), who argued that the reverse design represented the garden of Alkindos, the mythical 
king of Phaiakia, described in detail by the poet Homer (Od. 7.112-133). Based on the assumption that mythical Phaiakia was the island of 
ancient Korkyra (mod. Corfu), and knowing that Korkyrans colonized both Apollonia and Dyrrhachion, Beger (and through him, Eckhel) 
concluded that the central elements were flowers and that the overall design must represent either the layout of the garden, or the doors leading 
to it. Later, most numismatists, such as B6ckh, Miiller, Friedlander, and von Sallet, argued that the central elements of the design were more 
star-like, while Gardner favored a floral interpretation, albeit as a reference to Apollo Aristaios or Nomios, not the garden of Alkindos. Most 
recently, Nicolet-Pierre revisited the issue of the reverse design in her article on the archaic coinage of Korkyra (“A props du monnayage 
archaique de Corcyre,” SNR 88 [2009], pp. 2-3), and offered a novel interpretation. Noting a passage of Thucydides (3.70.4) in which that 
author cited the existence on the island of a sacred precinct (temenos) dedicated to Zeus and Alkinéos, she suggested that the reverse design 
might have been inspired by this, and not Homer’s garden of AlkinGos. 


Over time, new discoveries have clarified the full conspectus of the archaic and classical coinage at Korkyra and its colonies, Apollonia and 
Dyrrhachion. The reverse design of the archaic staters consists of a pair of incuse punches, consisting of stars (BMC 1 and pl. XXI, 1). That 
the symbol was a star is certain, as fractions of this series and subsequent issues with a star on the obverse make plain. One stater (BMC 10 
and pl. XXI, 2), puts the star design in a more abstract arrangement, becoming the precursor of the reverse design type employed in later stater 
issues (BMC 39 and pl. XXI, 9). The striking lines formed by the incuse punches are retained in the later design as lines of the frame. Thus, the 
staters of Apollonia, Dyrhachion, and Korkyra demonstrate a meticulous progressive recopying of an archaic coin type that continued under 
its colonies, and not an allusion to a possible Homeric past. Unfortunately, the underlying meaning of the original type, two incuse squares 
containing stars, in the archaic period remains a mystery.

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Monounios, King of Illyria 


Monounios, an Illyrian king in the late 4th — early 3rd centuries BC, was the first Illyrian king to issue coins in his own name. The Illyrians 
consisted of a number of tribes whose habitation extended from the coast to the mountainous inland area bordering on Paeonia. These tribes 
were not politically unified, but it seems that they were connected by a common culture and language, and were governed by hereditary 
kings and queens. Little of their language is known, and it was extinct by the 5th century AD, but enough fragments are attested to classify 
it as Indo-European. Although little is known of Monounios’ reign, his issue of coinage took place only after he had extended his influence 
to Dyrrhachion, and the coinage may have been connected with his intervention in Macedonian affairs. In 280 or 279, it is reported that 
Monounios unsuccessfully aided Ptolemy I Epigone, son of Lysimachos, against Ptolemy Keraunos. A bronze helmet has been found in Lake 
Ohrid, on the border between modern-day Macedon and Albania, with the Greek inscription ‘Of King Monounios’, apparently confirming the 
presence of his army in this conflict of Macedonian succession. Pompeius Trogus (24,4) describes a “Dardanian prince” who offered Ptolemy 
Keraunos help against the invading Celts in 279. It seems likely that this prince was Monounios, and either Monounios had Dardanian 
heritage (references to which are not preserved elsewhere), or the distinction between Illyrian and Dardanian was unclear to the author. 


The cow / stellate pattern coins of Monounios have rarely appeared in the market. CoinArchives includes only two specimens sold in all the 
recorded auctions through 2011. In the catalogs of major public collections, there are three in the BM (BMC 1-3), three in Tiibingen (SNG 
1341 and 1508-9), two in Munich (SNG 468-9), two in Copenhagen (SNG 425 and 528), one in the Fitzwilliam (McClean 5075), one in 
Brussels (Hirsch 1174), and one in Venice (von Schlosser p. 66, 1). In addition to these published pieces, Maier also records four in Berlin, two 
in Paris (one of which may be Mionnet II 164), and one in Vienna. In the major private collections, there is one each in Jameson (no. 1112), 
Lockett (SNG 1642 = Pozzi 2943), and Weber (no. 2978).

What if....

There are times when some of us wonder what the world would be like today if Alexander the Great had lived to a ripe old age. The same kind 
of “What if...” thinking could be applied to Epaminondas. His premature death on the battlefield of Mantineia in 362 BC deprived Thebes of 
its greatest statesman and soldier, signaling the start of Thebes’ rapid decline into obscurity. If Epaminondas had lived to reap the benefits of 
his Mantineian victory, he would have undoubtedly proceeded to unite all Greece under his leadership. The next step would be to turn to the 
North and face Philip who, instead of finding a divided Greece ready for the taking, would think twice before attempting to invade Thessaly. 
Whether there would then be a clash between the two emerging superpowers or a truce between them, is anybody’s guess. Perhaps Philip 
would remember the years he spent as a hostage in Thebes and his respect for the Theban statesman would prevail. The conquest of Asia would 
then materialize sooner and in a more permanent manner. But, like many great soldiers, Epaminondas inspired his men by leading them into 
battle and, instead of capitalizing on his genius, Thebes paid the price for his bravery.

This coin, and the die-identical Roma piece, were struck from the same obverse die as CNG 93, lot 339, which is dated to month 12 of 223 
BC. The reuse of the die suggests both issues were relatively small, and were struck over ten years after the main series of staters ended in 213 
BE (85 BC). The extraordinary circumstances of this revival of Mithradates’ staters can almost certainly be explained by the historical events 
that were occurring simultaneously with these issues. In 74 BC, Nikomedes IV of Bithynia died, and bequeathed his kingdom to Rome, which 
quickly approved the establishment of a new Roman province of Bithynia. Mithradates, of course, had desired the kingdom and bristled at the 
thought of having his enemy, Rome, form a new province on his border. This event led to the Third Mithradatic War, and it is likely that these 
staters were struck during the preparations for Mithradates’ opening moves in the conflict.

This interesting piece provides a new piece of evidence for the chronology of the Lysimachi at Kalchedon. Marinescu placed Issue 41, with 
AB monogram, as the last issue in Group III, before Group IV where the spiral ornament on the throne was replaced with a K. This coin, which 
has both the AB monogram and the K, shows that this issue actually bridges the two groups. This connection is strengthened by the fact that 
the reverse die used here was subsequently re-engraved with a new monogram that was used on other reverse dies that were part of Group IV 
(Issue 43). Thus, Marinescu’s Issue 41 is partly the last issue of Group III and the first of Group IV, while his Issue 43 probably immediately 
follows, preceding his Issue 42.

This extremely rare type depicts the legend of the omphalos (navel) stone, which marked the sacred precinct of the sanctuary of Apollo at 
Delphi as the physical center of the earth. According to tradition, two eagles, which had been released by Zeus, one flying from the east, and 
the other from the west, met exactly at the site of Apollo’s sanctuary. This spot was marked for all to see by the stone omphalos, and designated 
as the center of the earth. The omphalos was a white stone ornamented with stripes of various kinds, and upon it were the representations of 
the two eagles (as seen on this coin type — the tunny fish below is the city-badge of Kyzikos). This scene was frequently represented in vase- 
paintings, but is extremely rare on coinage. The omphalos probably stood on the sacred hearth which was in the center of the temple. 


The origins of Apollo’s temple at Delphi are described in the Homeric Hymn to Apollo. He descended from Mt. Olympos and made his way 
through northern and central Greece until he finally found the proper site for the foundation of his oracle at Crisa under the snow-capped Mt. 
Parnassos. He laid out his temple and then slew a she-dragon which inhabited the area. The name of the site was subsequently called Pytho 
(and Apollo, the Pythian) due to the rotting body of the slain dragon. (The verb pytho, in Greek, means ‘to rot’.) Interestingly enough, Zeus 
punished Apollo for the murder of the dragon by exiling him to Thessaly for nine years. A religious festival called the Stepteria was celebrated 
every ninth year at Delphi to commemorate these events associated with the foundation myth of the sanctuary. 


After Apollo established his sanctuary, he went about the business of recruiting attendants for the temple. He noticed a ship passing by, 
manned by Cretans from Knossos, and on their way to Pylos. Apollo transformed himself into a dolphin (GeA dtc, hence the name of the city) 
and leaped aboard the Cretan ship. At first the men tried to throw the dolphin back into the sea, but they were “awed” by it into a “fearful 
submission’. After a lengthy voyage, Apollo led the ship to Crisa, where “he leaped ashore and revealed himself as a god amid a blaze of fiery 
brightness and splendor’. He ordered the Cretan men to perform sacrifices and to pray to him as Apollo Delphinius. He then led them to his 
sanctuary and placed the Cretans in charge, predicting great wealth and prestige for his temple. 


This story linked the early cult of Apollo to Crete and promoted Apollo as the god of sailors and colonization. His oracle at Delphi played 
a major role as the religious impetus for the Greeks in establishing their colonies, hence its importance to the residents of Kyzikos, itself a 
colony of Miletos. The importance of this coin type to Kyzikos may also be found in another story that has the city being settled by the Pelasgi 
from Thessaly, who were driven from Thessaly by the Aeolians. Their king and leader was Kyzikos, a son of Apollo, who gave his name to 
the city and thus established its link to Apollo and his temple at Delphi.

When Lysimachos established the mint of Pergamon, he entrusted its treasury to the eunuch Philetairos. Philetairos changed his allegiance 
to Seleukos I, probably shortly before the Battle of Korupedion in 281 BC, where Seleukos defeated Lysimachos. Although Seleukos 
was assassinated the following year, Philetairos struck a series of Alexander-type issues in the name of Seleukos. Philetairos continued to 
acknowledge Seleukid primacy for some time, but soon struck a coinage in his own name. This coinage featured Athena Nikephoros on the 
reverse, similar to the reverses of Lysimachos. Perhaps because this move might have been viewed as a threat by his Seleukid overlord, the 
obverse of the first issues of these coins featured the portrait of Seleukos I. Houghton & Lorber (SC), citing Le Rider and Newell, assign 
this coinage to the aftermath of Antiochos I’s victory over the Galatians, circa 269/8 BC. Near the end of Philetairos’ reign, in the mid-late 
260s, the portrait of Seleukos was replaced with the portrait of the Pergamene king, noting a final break from Seleukid authority. Similar 
to what was done in Ptolemaic Egypt, all of the subsequent kings of Pergamon continued to use these types on the coinage, and even kept 
Philetairos’ name. Distinguishing the issues between the various rulers has been difficult for numismatists. Westermark’s die study of the 
coinage, however, provided the key necessary for understanding the series, although more recent hoard evidence has refined Westermark’s 
assignment of the issues. 


The Pergamene kingdom had enjoyed considerable autonomy under the Seleukids, but in 261 BC, with the encouragement of Ptolemy II, who 
was at war against the Seleukids, Eumenes I revolted, and defeated Antiochos I in battle near Sardis in Lydia. The remainder of Eumenes’ 
reign saw an expansion of Pergamene power, including the foundation of a number of cities. Pergamene expansion was always at the expense 
of the Seleukids, and the two kingdoms remained in opposition. This opposition reached a climax during the reign of Eumenes II, who allied 
with the Romans during their war against the Seleukid king Antiochos III ‘the Great.’ This alliance directly contributed to the defeat of the 
Seleukids at the Battle of Magnesia in 190 BC. In gratitude for his assistance, the Romans gave Eumenes control of Phrygia, Lydia, Lycia, and 
Pamphylia, and sought to strengthen the Pergamene kingdom as a buffer state between themselves and Seleukids.

Autophradates distinguished himself in the Great Satraps’ Revolt (365-360 BC) by supporting Artaxerxes I and imprisoning the satrap of 
Lydia and Ionia, Artabazos (Dem. Aristoc. 671). In 333 BC, Autophradates, along with his fellow-commander, Pharnabazos, took over the 
Persian fleet and completed the siege of Mytilene, which had been begun by Memnon. In the Greek revolts which arose in the Aegean and 
western Asia Minor as a result of Alexander III’s victories, Autophradates tried to return these areas to Persian control (Arr. Anab. 2.1; Arist. 
Pol. 2.4.10). Little else is known of his subsequent career, although it is possible that he was among those satraps who presented themselves 
before Alexander at Zadracarta (Arr. Anab. 3.23).

There are four emissions in Bodenstedt with this type, emissions 6, 15, 30, and 50. The latter three share common characteristics: there is a 
crest on the helmet, the bowl is adorned with some ornament, the eye is better formed (rather than a dot), and the seal is below the helmet. 
None of these characteristics are found on the first emission of this type, which features a helmet without crest, no ornamentation on the bowl, 
an eye formed of a large dot, and the seal placed to the right of the helmet. Additionally, the incuse on the reverse is distinctly different from 
the later emissions.

Recent research (mostly forthcoming in publication, but cf. White Gold p. 20) has shown that the earliest Lydian electrum had begun before 
circa 630 BC, predating our traditional attribution to Alyattes. This redating affects Weidauer Groups XV, X VII, and XVIII, as well as the lion 
paw fractions and boar head coins that Spier linked to the early Lydian coinage (as the following coin).

This coinage had originally been attributed to Poseidion on Karpathos, but Cahn’s analysis of the issues bearing an inscription, [O, has 
conclusively shown that this legend is not an ethnic and cannot point to a mint in Poseidion. It is most likely struck from a mint on the coast 
of Caria or one of the other mints that used this form of double rectangular incuse: Ialysos, Kamiros, or Lindos.

Konuk’s comprehensive investigation of the coinage of the heretofore-called “Uvug” conclusively shows that metrologically, stylistically, and 
linguistically, it belongs to Caria, not Lycia. Although the particular mint is unknown, it is likely a town situated near the valley of the Indos 
River. The series begins with the anepigraphic issues, which comprise a wide range of denominations, from hemistaters to sixteenth-staters 
struck on the Aeginetan standard. Hoard analysis allows a confident dating of these coins to circa 490-470 BC, which probably comprise a 
Civic series, as the issues signed Orou (in Carian) were struck a little bit later, circa 450-400 BC. Konuk surmises that Orou was a local dynast 
who ruled over this town in the second half of the fifth century BC.

The Achaemenid series began in the mid-late sixth century BC, following the Persian conquest of Lydia. The earliest issues imitated the last 
Lydian coinage, struck by Kroisos, but the Persians soon developed their own types, featuring the figure of the Great King or a hero, a type 
which lasted until the conquest of Persia by Alexander in the 330s BC. The term “daric” dates from the fifth century BC, and was used by 
the Greeks as a term for Persian coinage, particularly the gold (see Hdt. 7. 28). Its name derives from King Darios I, under whom the Persian 
coinage began. Jan Carradice’s study, “The ‘Regal’ Coinage of the Persian Empire” (in Coinage and Administration in the Athenian and 
Persian Empires [Oxford: BAR, 1987]) forms the modern basis for our understanding of this interesting coinage. 


The Persians did not traditionally use coinage, but adopted it in connection with their conquests of Lydia and their subsequent conflicts with 
the Greek city states in the sixth through fourth centuries BC. During these wars, the Persians employed Greek mercenaries who, unlike their 
eastern counterparts, were accustomed to receiving payment in coinage. 


Carradice’s Type II coinage was struck during the Achaemenid Empire’s attempt to conquer the Greek mainland under Darios I and Xerxes 
I. For an excellent and detailed account of the period of the Greco-Persian Wars, including specific accounts of the Battles of Marathon, 
Thermopylai, Salamis, and Plataiai, and the destruction of the Athenian Acroplis, as well as characterizations of the major figures of this 
conflict — including Themistokles, see Robert B. Strassler, The Landmark Herodotus: The Histories (New York: Random House, 2009).

According to the traditional chronology of the early Baktrian kings, Diodotos I attempted to gradually secede from the Seleukids. As a part 
of his slow transition, he first issued coins bearing the name of Antiochos, and only later struck in his own name. This method of secession 
stands in stark contrast to all other separatists and usurpers of the time, thus Jakobsson (Antiochus Nicator, the Third King of Bactria?,’”” NC 
2010, pp. 17-33) refutes this model and reassigns these “transitional” issues in the name of Antiochos from Diodotos to a new King Antiochos 
in Baktria. His argument rests on three main points: the existence of a commemorative tetradrachm of Agathokles that names an Antiochos 
Nikator; a new arrangement of the control marks and links between the coinage of Diodotos II, “Antiochos,” and Euthydemos; and the 
generally overcomplicated nature of the earlier models of Holt and Kritt. 


According to the new chronology, Diodotos I swiftly broke from the Seleukids and struck coinage in his own name. He was succeeded by 
Diodotos II, then Antiochos Nikator, who both continued with the same dynastic type of Zeus Bremetes.

ironic) charge of adultery. The Roman population demanded her return, but she was soon after executed on the order of Poppaea.

A rare and interesting instance of a prominent local woman signing her city’s coinage. In RPC, it is tentatively suggested that Julia Zenonis 
was the wife of the euergetes Julius Andronicus, with the husband being responsible for the larger module coins, either pseudo—autonomous 
or in the name of Nero, and the wife responsible for two smaller module types, one pseudo—autonomous and the other (as our coin) in the 
name of the empress Poppaea. This high honor of having her name appear on Laodicea’s coinage very likely stemmed from her belonging to 
the Zenonid family, one of the wealthiest and most powerful in Asia Minor.

We are told 
that anti-Roman sentiment in Armenia was high during the reign of Tigranes IV, with the king supporting Parthia until he was eventually 
forced to ally with Rome to maintain his throne. His decision to do so must have proved unpopular in the kingdom, and it is possible that the 
battle in which Tigranes lost his life was an internal one aimed at quelling a rebellion.

Aristobulus’ wife, Salome, was the widow of Philip the Tetrarch and the daughter of Herodias by her first husband, Herod II (known in the 
New Testament as either Philip or Herod). Although she is unnamed in the Gospels and the incident was unknown to Josephus (cf. AJ 18.5.4), 
it has been traditionally assumed that it was Salome — at the insistence of her mother — who asked Herod Antipas (who was besotted with his 
young step-daughter) for the head of John the Baptist in return for her risqué dance for the king. As a result, Salome has become a symbol for 
dangerous female seductiveness.

Agrippa I had a close relationship with both Gaius (Caligula) and Claudius, in part helping to secure the rule of the latter in the uncertain 
days following his unexpected rise to the purple by counseling the understandably shaken Claudius and entreating the Senate to support him. 
Indeed, his relationship with Claudius was so close that Josephus (Ant. xix. 5.1) records that among the new emperor’s first acts was publishing 
an edict guaranteeing Agrippa’s kingdom (with the title “Great King”) and granting the territory of Chalcis to Agrippa’s elder brother Herod. 


This remarkable and extremely rare issue not only explicitly refers to the alliance on the reverse, even using Agrippa’s new title “Great King”, 
but depicts the oath taking ceremony that occurred in the Roman Forum and is discussed in historical sources: 


He also made a league with this Agrippa, confirmed by oaths, in the middle of the Forum in the city of Rome. (Josephus, Ant. xix.5.1) 


He struck his treaties with foreign princes in the Forum, sacrificing a pig and reciting the ancient formula of the fetial priests. (Suetonius, 
Claud. 25.5) 


This issue is typically found in poor condition with much of the legends illegible. The legends given here are taken from Burnett’s study, 
reconstructed from the seven previously known specimens, although there are slight variants among them. For the extremely rare counterpart 
issue of Herod of Chalcis with a similar obverse, albeit with the position of the brothers switched, see Meshorer 361.

The obverse of this coin honors Poppaea, Nero’s (and previously Otho’s) wife. In January of AD 63 she gave birth to Claudia, who survived 
only four months. This is the only coinage issued in the name of Nero’s daughter. According to Suetonius, Nero killed Poppaea, while pregnant 
with another child, by violently kicking her in the abdomen.

A recurring phenomenon around Caesarea is the appearance of reduced module imitiations of local coinage. These so-called “minimas” (half 
prutot according to Meshorer) copy bronze prutot of the Herodian kings, the procurators, and the First Jewish War, as well as coinage of 
Tyre, Alexandria, and other eastern mints. As quantities of these coins have been found in outlying regions, especially around the sites of the 
legionary encampments, rather than in the city proper, they probably served as a token currency in the camps and their associated settlements.

Coinage of Trebonianus Gallus and Volusian was struck with both Greek (as the current coin) and Latin legends (see the following lot). Since 
a specimen of Hostilian as Caesar is known with Greek legends, the Greek coinage of Trebonianus and Volusian must have predated the 
Latin (although the unlikely suggestion has been made that they could have been struck simultaneously [see BMC p. xxvi]). It would appear 
that at some point Neapolis’ legal status changed, so that it was only permitted to strike Greek language coins that did not refer to the city as 
a “KOAQNIAC’”, before regaining colonial rank. While the historical circumstances that led to this change at Neapolis are unknown to us, 
a similar suppression of colonial status occured at Tyre under Elagabalus after the city supported a short-lived revolt against the emperor.

This coin names the future emperor Vespasian while he was still a general under Nero. Vespasian was sent to Judaea in AD 66 to suppress the 
Great Jewish Revolt, which lasted until AD 69. 


A glance at the references above demonstrates there is no consensus on whether this and a related larger denomination should be considered 
city issues of Sepphoris or if there was some involvement on the part of Agrippa II.

Found in two series, a heavy and a light, it has been suggested that some were 
struck at Tarentum where part of Antony’s fleet was based during the joint action against Sextus Pompey in 37-36 BC. However, both series 
are found exclusively in the east, and it appears that Oppius Capito may not have accompanied the fleet to Sicily, but retained overall command 
in the east while his associate Atratinus took charge of the western fleet.

This series of aurei and denarii featuring a throne on the reverse has two general varieties, based on the style of the back frame of the throne. 
One variety has a curved back (RIC II 121-3; see lot 775, below), while the other has a triangular back (RIC II 124-5). The former is known on 
aurei and denarii, while the latter is only known on denarii. However, the reverse of the present coin was struck with a die that was originally 
engraved with a triangular back. This is also indicated by the five of crescent-like ornaments on the throne back. The curved variety always has 
only three ornaments, while the triangular variety has five or more. What is uncertain is the implication of this re-engraved die; is it indicative 
of a heretofore unknown issue of aurei for the second variety, was it an error by a die engraver who had made dies for denarii of the second 
type and mistakenly engraved the aureus die with a triangular back, or is this coin struck with a die that was originally used for denarii of the 
second variety that was re-engraved for use on aurei?

The imperial institution of the vehiculatio was a means of providing a more efficient organization of transport and communication between 
Rome and the empire. Organized under the emperor Augustus, this system provided for thousands of stations (mansiones) to be placed along 
the imperial highways (viae). These stops supplied fresh transport as well as food and accommodation for imperial travelers, all of which 
were paid for out of the munus vehicularium, a levy placed upon the local population. As the empire expanded and more imperial traffic used 
the vehiculatio through Italy to reach the capital, especially under Domitian, the munus vehicularium became ever more burdensome on the 
small Italian landowners. As part of Nerva’s attempt to placate local dissatisfaction and undo the excesses of his predecessor, he did away with 
the munus vehicularium in Italy. Instead, the cost for maintaining the vehiculatio now became a regular expenditure of the imperial treasury.

The model for this reverse type is the famed marble Farnese Hercules statue that was discovered in the excavations of the Baths of Caracalla 
in 1546. It stood for over 200 years in the Palazzo Farnese in Rome, from whence it gained its name, and was moved to Naples in 1787, where 
it is now displayed in the Museo Archeologico Nazionale. The statue is thought to be an enlarged copy sculpted in the early 3rd century AD 
by Glycon based on an original by Lysippus dating to the 4th century BC. The statue depicts Hercules at rest after completing his Labors: 
he is shown standing with his club, draped in the skin of the Nemean Lion, set upright on a rock, propped under his left arm supporting the 
weight of his muscular frame, his head slightly nodding forward in a weary attitude, and he holds the apples of the Hesperides behind his back 
in his right hand. The sculpture was apparently well-liked by the Romans, and copies have been found in Roman palaces and gymnasiums.

Jotapian led a short-lived revolt in Syria in the autumn of AD 249 while Philip I was still emperor. Little is known of Jotapian’s background. 
It was said that he boasted of a relationship to Severus Alexander, and his unusual name, although otherwise unknown for a man, is attested in 
its feminine form “Jotape” in the royal houses of Commagene and Emesa. The extreme rarity of his coins indicates that the revolt was brief, 
and the crude style proves that the revolt was geographically confined, for Jotapian plainly did not control a major Roman mint. His head was 
brought to Rome and shown to Trajan Decius “as was customary, although Decius had not asked for it” (Aur. Vict., Caes. 29.4). In his corpus 
of Jotapian’s coins, Bland cites 18 antoniniani in total. On this example, one can clearly view the last letter in the obverse legend, the G of 
AVG. No dies are recorded by Bland that end with G, only A and AV. This coin and the Feirstein coin (CNG 84, lot 1302), both from the same 
obverse die, are the only known examples with this legend variety.

After Licinius was defeated by Constantine in AD 316 at the battle of Cibalae (in present-day Croatia) Licinius elevated Valens, one of his 
generals who had been responsible for the Dacian frontier, to the position of Augustus. This enraged Constantine with the result that after he 
established a peace treaty with Licinius, in which three of their sons became Caesar, Valens was not only deposed but executed on the orders 
of Licinius. Valens’ coinage, which was not very abundant to begin with (it is only known from the mints of Cyzicus and Alexandria), was 
recalled and melted down after his deposition, thus explaining its great rarity today.

Coins from the Bramhall Colection 


Classical Numismatic Group is pleased to offer the Bramhall collection of Roman Imperial coins. This collection of 69 coins focuses on the 
later Roman Empire, beginning with Arcadius, and supplements his larger Byzantine collection that was previously sold in CNG Mail Bid 
Sale 93 and Electronic Auction 303. The present sale offers 62 of his coins, all designated as such among the following late Roman Imperial 
lots, with the remaining seven being run concurrently in CNG Electronic Auction 327. This collection was built by an English collector over 
more than three decades, and is highlighted by a number of specimens that were acquired directly from the collections of Robert Bridge. 


Robert Bridge (1904-1997) was a gifted linguist — fluent in German, Italian, and French — who found application for his talents in Britain’s 
secret intelligence service. He spent WWII in military intelligence and after the war became Berlin station chief for MI6. Among his more 
interesting assignments can be mentioned his interrogation of the infamous Gestapo chief of Rome, Herbert Kappler, who was captured by 
the British while unsuccessfully trying to seek refuge in the Vatican. Berlin in the immediate postwar period was a focal point for espionage, 
and in much later years Bridge would privately describe experiences that seem straight out of John le Carré — the secret station office entered 
through what appeared to be an ordinary shop, late night meetings in a cemetery with an eastern source, and his abiding anger toward one of 
the “Cambridge Spies” with whom he had worked and whom he blamed for many deaths. 


Bridge was also one of the most prominent 20th century English collectors of Byzantine coins, and began collecting in earnest around the 
1960s. Many coins from his collection are cited in MIB 1 and 2, and 18 of his coins are illustrated on the plates. In 1990, he donated to the 
British Museum 274 Byzantine coins previously unrepresented in the national collection (including a solidus of the revolt of Heraclius). Much 
of his remaining collection was sold in a 1990 Glendining’s sale (catalogued by Baldwin’s), Byzantine Coins from the R.N. Bridge Collection.

Among the most pressing concerns of the aging emperor Leo I was finding a successor. He made his first attempt in 470 AD, when he hailed 
Patricius, the son of the magister militum Aspar, his Caesar. When Aspar was murdered the following year, Leo turned to his immediate family 
for a replacement. His eldest daughter, Aelia Ariadne, had married an Isaurian soldier named Zeno, and they had produced a son, Leo I]. When 
the elder Leo’s health began to falter, he raised his eponymous grandson to the rank of Caesar in October 473 AD, then Augustus in January 
474 AD. Leo I died a few days later, and the sickly seven-year-old Leo II was now sole emperor. Leo’s widow Aelia Verina arranged for Leo 
II to appoint his own father, Zeno, co-emperor on 9 February 474 AD, an arrangement that lasted until Leo II died in November of the same 
year. Afterward, the Zeno ruled as sole emperor.

After Constantine V, brother-in-law of Artavasdus, succeeded Leo III, Artavasdus attacked him en route to a campaign against the Umayyads 
and usurped the throne. Artavasdus’ reign saw an overturn of Leo’s strict iconoclastic policies, but his orthodox efforts would ultimately be 
short-lived and his restoration of the icons in turn reversed. Artavasdus’ forces were defeated by Constantine V in the summer of 743. On 2 
November of the same year, he and his son Nicephorus, whom he had raised to co-emperor, had their eyes put out in the Hippodrome. 


Prior to his rise to the purple, the Armenian-born Artavasdus was appointed strategos by Anastasius II in circa 713. He supported Leo II, 
then governor of the Anatolic theme, in his revolt against Theodosius III — an alliance that was sealed with Artavasdus receiving the hand of 
Leo’s daughter Anna, as well as the titles of kouropalates (“master of the palace’’) and the position of komes of the Opsikion. For a similar 
seal that carries the additional title of “komes of the Opsikion”’, see G.L. Schlumberger, Sigillographie de l’ empire byzantin [Paris: E. Leroux, 
1884], p. 249, 2).

Probably the most militant of the Byzantine emperors, Basil never married, devoting his entire reign to conducting campaigns against 
Bulgarians, Fatimids, Georgians and the western principalites. At the Battle of Kleidion in 1014, he acquired his nickname Bulgar-Slayer 
(Bulgaroktonos) when he captured and blinded somewhere between 8,000 and 15,000 Bulgarians (sparing one out of every one-hundred to 
lead the other ninety-nine home). The Bulgarian tsar Samuel is said to have died of despair when he saw what had been done to his men.

By 1399, the Ottoman sultan Bayezid I had besieged Constantinople for five years. In desperation, Manuel II left the city to tour the courts of 
Europe, where he visited England, France, and Denmark in search of military aid. Manuel declared his nephew John VII, whom the emperor at 
the beginning of his reign had feared would attempt to claim the throne, as regent for the period of his absence. Though the emperor was able 
to secure some foreign troops — Charles VI of France sent six ships — Constantinople’s deliverance was ultimately secured in the East, when 
Timur smashed the Ottoman forces at the Battle of Ankara, forcing them to lift the stege and temporarily withdraw from Byzantine territories.

Egica tried to establish a secure dynasty from early in his reign, when he was beset by numerous political difficulties and plots. To achieve this, 
he appointed his son, Wittiza, as joint ruler sometime between 694 and 698. In November 700, Wittiza was officially anointed king. More than 
likely, this delay was due to the wait for Wittiza to achieve his majority. Sometime between 697 and 701, the Byzantines raided the southern 
Spanish coast. At about the same time, the plague, possibly brought with the Byzantines, spread throughout Spain. Egica and Wittiza were 
forced to flee from their capital of Toledo. At this time, Wittiza may have been appointed to rule in Galicia. Egica, however, soon died, leaving 
Wittiza the sole ruler of the Visigothic kingdom.

The last of the Lombard kings to rule in Italy, Desiderius was not a member of the royal family, but an important officer in the royal court. 
Upon the death of his predecessor, Aistulf, Desiderius was appointed king. Like his predecessors, Desiderius hoped to expand Lombardic 
power in Italy, but this policy led to conflict with the papacy and the southern Italian dukedoms, including Benevento and Spoleto, all of 
whom had been moving closer to the Carolingian sphere of influence. Desiderius was able to exercise control over the southern dukedoms. 
His attempt to intervene in papal affairs was less successful; his appointee, the Antipope Philip reigned for only a single day. And to achieve 
a rapproachment with the Carolingians, Desiderius gave his daughter, Desiderata, in marriage to Charlemagne. The marriage lasted only 
briefly and Desiderata was soon returned to her father. This, combined with Desiderius’s support of Gerberga, the widow of Charlemagne’s 
brother, Carloman I, resulted in a war between the Carolingians and the Lombards. Desiderius was eventually defeated and forced to retire to 
a monastery where he died. 


Originally the site of a Roman fort, Sebrio (mod. Castelseprio) was a significant Lombardic town and, for a time, mint. In 1287, the town was 
destroyed by Ottone Visconti, Archbishop of Milan. One building to survive was the original town’s church, known as Santa Maria foris portas 
(Saint Mary outside the gates) and its rare and artistically important ninth century frescoes, discovered in 1944

One of the sons of Timur Shah Durrani (1772-1793), Shah Shuja’ al-Mulk ousted his brother Mahmud Shah in 1803, and ruled as emir of 
Afghanistan for six years, until he was himself ousted by his brother, Mahmud Shah. In 1809, shortly before he was ousted from power, 
Shah Shuja’ al-Mulk formed an alliance with Britain against a similar Franco-Russian one in order to protect British interests in India. This 
move was the first step in what subsequently became known as “The Great Game” - Britain’s imperial advance into the Central Asian uplands 
against the Russian Empire. 


Between 1813 and 7 August 1839, when he was returned to the Afghani throne, Shah Shuja’ al-Mulk, became increasingly associated with 
Ranjit Singh, the first maharajah (1801-1839) of the Sikh Empire, and known as “Sher-e-Punjab” (Lion of the Punjab). In 1814, Shah Shuja’ 
al-Mulk gained his freedom from Sikh protection by presenting to Ranjit Singh the famous Koh-i-Noor diamond. By 1838, Shah Shuja’ al- 
Mulk had also gained the assistance of the British in retaking the Afghan throne from Barak.

Although Galster (in SCBI 15) placed the Copenhagen piece among the official Norwich issues, this attribution is unlikely. First, the overall 
style of the types and epigraphy is very different from that found on this type at Norwich. Second, the mint signature is unorthodox, as is the 
spelling of the moneyer Manna as Mani. Third, the legend on the reverse begins at 10 o’clock, which is another highly unusual occurrence. 
These three aspects of the coin, when taken together, more likely suggest an imitative issue rather than a coin struck from poorly-engraved 
dies. The fact that the Copenhagen piece is from a hoard found in Liibeck strengthens the Scandinavian connection. As Cnut’s North Sea 
possessions included Denmark and Norway, his coins were imitated in both of these countries, although these imitations have been poorly 
studied to date. Other issues bearing a mint signature similar to the present piece have been found in Kelstrup, Denmark and Store Valby, 
Norway. Of course, the pattern of trade extended far beyond the borders of Cnut’s empire, and imitations have been found in Finland, Sweden, 
and some regions of northern Europe.

None of these publications illustrate the coin in question, but the reasons these pedigrees may be erroneous are twofold. First, they all list a 
different end to the obverse legend, AC’ rather than ACQ. The former is Lawrence 2 and the latter Lawrence 1, so both varieties are known for 
this issue with annulets beside the king’s head. Second, the weight listed in these sales is 69 grains, which would equate to 4.47 grams. The 
present coin weighs 4.34 grams = 66.7 grains. This is not an insignificant difference, and suggests that we are discussing two different coins.

Alfred Blachére was a distinguished jurist from Marseille (he is commemorated by the Avenue Alfred Blachére on which can be found the 
prestigious seat of the Revolver Club de Marseille). The medal, made by the mint in Paris and supplied uninscribed, was designed by Alphée 
Dubois, father of the more famous medalist Henri Dubois (who often worked with his father). In fact, as a surprise for his father’s birthday, 
Henri arranged for Marthe Chenal, a well-known singer of the day, to sing a specially composed song, “De quoi s’agit-il, Alphée?” in his 
honor. This song was later adapted by Burt Bacharach.

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Concluding the Peace of Westphalia (1648)

In 1648, the Thirty Years’ War, which had been one of the longest and most destructive of European conflicts and involved most of the states 
of continental Europe, was concluded in a series of treaties signed throughout the year. Largely a religious war, it pitted Catholics, led by the 
Holy Roman Empire, the Catholic League, and the Spanish Empire, against the coalition of Protestant states and allies of central Europe and 
England, led by Sweden under its warrior-king, Gustavus II Adolphus. 


Although known collectively as the Peace of Westphalia, because the treaties were signed in two Westphalian towns (Minster and Osnabriick) 
over the year 1648, the peace consisted of three separate signings. The first, signed on 30 January between Spain and the Dutch Republic, 
ended the Eighty Years’ War (1568-1648). On 24 October, two further and complementary treaties were signed: one at Osnabriick between The 
Holy Roman Empire (and its allies) and Sweden (and its allies); the other, commemorated by this medal, between The Holy Roman Empire 
and France. The treaties were the result of a large diplomatic congress and resulted in a new central European political order. Known later as 
Westphalian sovereignty, it created the notion of the sovereign state — the first step in the concept of the modern nation-state.

The eldest of Charles II’s illegitimate sons, James Scott, the First Duke of Monmouth, sought the throne upon the death of his father rivaling 
Charles’ younger brother and James’ uncle, James II. Attempting to capitalize on his uncle’s unpopularity and Catholic stance, the Duke, 
albeit born illegitimately, professed his Protestant views, had himself crowned as King, and led a small attack upon his uncle with the help of 
Archibald Campbell, the 9th Earl of Argyll. No match for the royal army, the uprising was swiftly quelled, and the Duke and Earl were both 
sentenced to death by beheading, the former on Tower Hill on 15 July 1685, the latter at Edinburgh fifteen days later.

A wonderful medal with a superb allegorical scene on the reverse. Grove states on page 40 that “The dies for K-75 were lost. The second set of 
dies (K-76) were almost exactly the same. The engraver is shown as ‘GIL’ instead of ‘G.A. Gil.’” This is not quite accurate as the dies were not 
lost, but rather captured with the Spanish ship El Postillon de México, along with the medals struck from them in gold, silver, and bronze, by 
a British privateer ship (for a contemporary account, see The Gentleman’s Magazine and Historical Chronicle issue of November 1784, Vol. 
LIV, Part II, p. 817 and illustrated with a wonderful line drawing on pl. II, fig. 1). The captured medals and dies were taken back to London, 
where they subsequently entered the marketplace (“sold by the candle at New Lloyd’s Coffee-house, Dec. 1, 1779, by Tho. Hubbert, together 
with 293 medals, 12 gold, 150 silver, 125 copper, and 6 brass’’). A second set of dies and medals where then created, and as Grove notes, the 
only easy way to differentiate between them is the engraver’s abbreviated signature. To read more about this fascinating event, please see the 
article by Carlos Jara in the U.S. Mexican Numismatic Association Journal (“A Rare and Important Mexican Colonial Medal,” March 2013, 
pp. 24-25).

A wonderfully executed medal commemorating the victory of Royalist troops commanded by Truxillo, Mendivil, and Bringas at the Battle of 
Monte de las Cruces. The only problem is that the Royalist forces lost this battle! “The Battle of Monte de las Cruces” was one of the pivotal 
battles of the early Mexican War of Independence. It was fought between the insurgent troops of Miguel Hidalgo y Costilla and Ignacio Allende 
against the royalist troops of General Torcuato Trujillo in the Sierra de las Cruces mountains between Mexico City and Toluca. The battle marks 
the furthest advance of the first rebel campaign, before Hidalgo decided to retreat toward Guadalajara, and not attack Mexico City, despite the fact 
that he won the battle.” (Wikipedia entry for the Battle of Monte de las Cruces) To be fair, the insurgents suffered heavy losses, with approximately 
2,000 troops dead, and many more wounded, which probably led to Hidalgo’s eventual decision to retreat rather than attack Mexico City.

This proclamation medal, with an impressive allegorical scene on the reverse, was issued just after Ferdinand’s captivity in France and 
subsequent release. Napoleon kept Ferdinand under guard for six years at the Chateau de Valengay. Mexico never did accept Joseph Bonaparte, 
Napoleon’s brother, as the rightful king of Spain, and continued to strike coins and medals for Ferdinand. Napoleon agreed to acknowledge 
Ferdinand VII as king of Spain on 11 December 1813.
